JERUSALEM (AP) — Isrocl's 
Cabinet resoundingly approved a 
framework for Palestinian autono-

The ogrecmcni. expected lo be 
signed at peace talks this week, rep- 
resents the first major breakthrough 
in the Middle East conflict since 
Egypt signed a peace treaty with the 
Jewish stale in 1979.

sign of progress in the 22-month-old 
peace talks, set to resume today. 

The plan calls. for Israeli troops lo 
begin withdrawing from the Gaza 
Strip and the. West Bank (own of 
Jericho in six months, and for Pales- 
tinians to begin running their own 
affairs there. 

Israel has occupied the lands 
since the 19/S7 Middle East war, and 
fierce debate over (he future of these 
territories has divided the Jewish 
state since.

Preservationists say they will fight a 
plan to build a Formula One auto racetrack 
at the site of the largest cavalry clash of 
the Civil War, the Brandy Station battle- 
field in Culpeper County. Va. 

Sources closc-to the negotiations said 
Irvine, Calif.-based developer Lee C. 
Sammis is considering selling part of his 
1.445-acre property on the battlefield to a 
racetrack developer. Sammis had planned 
to build an office park as part of his 
Elkwood Downs project until he filed for 


Chapter 1 1 bankruptcy in June. 

The sources said that Benton Ventures of 
Bethesda, Md., presented a plan to build 
the track at a closed executive session of 
the county Planning Commission pn 
Wednesday. The company’s director did 
not return a reporter’s phone calls. 

’’There is a proposal that (a racetrack) 
will be built, but wc hope it won’t hap- 
pen,” said Princeton University Professor 
James McPherson, author of a Pulitzer 
Prize-winning book on the Civil War and a 
board member of the prcscrvalioaist Civil 
War Trust, which had a rcprcscntafivc at 


the planning meeting. 

The trust is'ricgbtiuting to buy 800 acres 
of Sammis’ property adjacent to the pro- 
posed racetrack. 

”To have this (racetrack) on an area that 
has remained virtually unchanged for 130 
years would be a tremendous blow to any 
attempt to understand this battle.” 
McPherson said. - 

Brandy Station, about 100 miles south- 
west of Washington, was the site of a cav- 
alry battle on June 9, 1863, between 
20.000 Union and Confederate soldiers, 
which was the opening engagement of the 


crucial Gettysburg campaign. Historians 
describe it as one ofthg 10 most important 
battlefields of the Civil War. 

In June, the National Trust for Historic 
Preservation listed Brandy Station as one 
of the country’s endangered historic 
places. The same day, the state removed its 
historic designation for the battlefield aficr 
a vote of locid, properly owners, who said 
the designation prevented them from sell- 
ing or developing their land. 

County Supervisor William Chase, who 
attended the planning commission meeting 
on Wednesday and whose district includes 


the Brandy Shttion battJcficId, said offi- 
cials were considering a “very large pro- 
ject” with “very significant economic 
impact.” 

The Board of Supervisors is scheduled 
to vote next month on a zoning amend- 
ment that would allow “racetracks, stadi- 
ums or similar.public gathering facilities" 
in industrial zones such as Elkwood 
Downs. 

The proposed three-mile racetrack would 
cost more than $10 million and coiild be 
completed by mid- 1-995. the Richmond 
Timcs-Dispatch reported Friday.

Fear, myopia conspire 
to throttle free trade

Mexico arid Canada, there’s no way 
to identify them' in advance - much 
less organize them to lobby Congress. 

Threats always loom larger than 
opportunitTcs. TTiat’s‘wUy;"lrrtdah'07 
discussion of NAFTA has focused on 
a perceived threat to sugar production 
- while ignoring the enormous poten- 
tial market for Idaho farm goods in a 
blossoming Mexican economy. 

Sad to say, if the defenders of pro- 
tectionism (Democrat, Republican 
and Perotista) have their way, the full 
extent of those lost opportunities will 
never be known.

Mogadishu raid targets wrong house, terrifies U.N. employees 


MOGADISHU, Somalia (AP) — For the 
U.N. military commancNn Somalia, the pre- 
dawn raid on a two-stoiy Villa in southern 
Mogadishu was “a textbook example of how 
these operations should go.”*^ 

— For Larry. DeBoice-an^eight-otber -U.N. 
employees, it was a night in hell. 

Fifty hclieopter-bome elite American sol- 
diers raided the house and an adjoining ofTice 
under an almost full moon early Monday, 
apparently thinJfing they were a commana 
and control centef for fugitive warlord 
Mohomed Farroh Aidid. 

They weren’t. They were the residence and 
ofUce of DeBoice and three other foreign 
employees of -the- U.N.- -Development 
Program, one of many U.N, agencies operat- 


ing in Somalia. 

■ In Washington, a Defense Departmorrt offi- 
cial who spoke on condition of anonymity 
said ipilitory intelligence onicers had expect- 
ed to capture some of Aldid’s lieutenants. But 
be conc^cd they were wrong and the mission 
missed its ti^el. 

State Departrhent spokesman Michael 
McCurry added: “They didn't 'attack' a 
building. They clearly were on a mission. 
They were on a cordon and search operation.” 
IkBoice and his colleagues were pwokened 
around 3 a.m. by the roar of helicopters over- 
head — more- than a dozen of them by the 
U.N. military's count. 

- “Then we got some concussion-grenades 
and shots in the house.” DeBoice soid. “At 


that point wc knew something was going on 
right here.” 

DeBoice said some of the raiders londed on 
the roof of the villa from ropes suspended 
from helicopters, others smashed through 
doors on the ground floor. 

DeBoice, 4S. a Canadian, said he and his 
colleagues had their hands bound behind their 
backs with plastic cuffs and were told “to 
keep our heads down and not look at any- 
body.” 

“I don't think there was ony doubt in any- 
body's mind that if wc said anything, looked 
at anybody, moved, we’d be shot.“ he said. 
“Those dudes were serious.” 

More than half on hour later, DeBoice said 
he was finally allowed to talk-and explained 


thot he, his foreign colleagues and five 
Somali guards and household help were all 
U.N. employees. 

Despite that, he said: “We were literally 
‘ thrown on top of each other into a helicopter 
and off we went. We asked where we were 
going, and v5c were ioia'tdTihut'up.” ' 

DeBoice. said they were flown to a U.5. 
Army hospital, where a doctor checked the 
tension on their handcuffs and looked into 
their eyes, then were "thrown like sacks of 
potatoes" into a vehicle and driven to the 
detention center at U.N. headquortera. 

There they were questioned separately for 
about 30 minutes, he said. Finally, their hand- 
cuffs were removed and they were marched 
outside and offered water and cigarettes. 


Half an hour later — about four hours after 
their ordeal began — “a colonel came by and 
said, Tm sorry,”' E>cBoicc said. 

Maj; David Stockwell, the chief U.N. mill-, 
uiry spokesman, later defended the raid in a 
briefing for reportm. He called it a success 
and “n textbook example of how these opera- 
tions should go" using ’'lightning speed and 
overpowering force. 

Stockwell said the raided U.N. compound 
was in on “unauthorized area.” 

Tlie area of southern Mogadishu -is consid- 
ered a stronghold of Aidid, who also is 
accused of being behind the deaths of four 
American soldiers when their vehicle was 
blown apart by a remotely controlled mine on 
Aug. 8.

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Court strikes down drug conviction

BOISE - Twin Falls County 
prosecutors withheld evidence 
that might have led to acquittal of 
o Buhl dairy farmer convicted of 
delivering cocaine, the Idaho 
Court of Appeals ruled. 

The court voted unanimously 
Monday to vacate the conviction 
and order a new trial for Antonio 
Avelor, who was found guilty of 
delivering four ounces of cocaine 
to a suspected Twin Falls*arca 
drug trafficker in September 
1989. 

Fifth District Judge Daniel 
Meehl had sentenced him to 10 
years in prison. 

Avelor argued on appeal that 


the prosecutor’s opening argu- 
ments led jurors to believe sus- 
pected drug trafficker David Ho- 
molka could identify him. even 
though defense attorneys learned 
after the trial that Momolka had 
told prosecittors he could not. 

"It was only after hearing thc.se 
opening remarks, ond without the 
benefit of the information kept 
secret by the prosecutor, that the 
counsel for the defense 'admit- 
ted’ to the jury in his own open- 
ing statement that the person the 
police observed leave Avciar’s 
residence and who drove to Ho- 
molka’s residence was the defen- 
dant." even though Avelar never 
admitted delivering cocaine to 
Homolka, the appellate court 


said. 

Rather than tell the defense Ho- 
molka could not identify Avelar, 
the prosecutor allowed Homolka 
to testify that a “Tony" had deliv- 
ered the cocaine, "conspiciously 
avoiding any request for an in- 
court idcntiflcotion." 

Chief Judge Jesse Walters 
wrote that it was unlikely the de- 
fense would have conceded the 
identity issue had it known the 
government's "star witness” 
could not identify Avelar as the 
person who delivered the co- 
caine. " 

“Furthermore," Walters wrote, 
"we note that the state’s proof on 
thi.s matter, olthough sufficient to 
go to the jury, was weak indeed."

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Complaint: Hearing-impaired 
man denied equal access in court

BURLEY - A complaint has been sent to the 
U.S. Justice Department alleging that o hearing- 
impaired Burley man was denied equal access in 
the courtroom. 

The complaint says Russell Hollins was not 
given an adequate sign-language interpreter in 
small-daims court. 

Hollins, the Idaho Citizens Network, the Idaho 
Council for the Deaf and ^ard of Hearing and 
others met with Fifth District Mogistrates Nathan 
Higer and Roy Holloway Friday at the Cassia 
County Courthouse. 

Higer, presiding judge during the June 7 court 
session Hollins was a part of - said that he asked 
numerous questions and believed he understood 
what the facts were in the dispute. 

He said, however, that he was willing to make 
adjustments to ensure the hearing impaired arc 
not discriminated against in court. 

In the dispute, Hollins was seeking damages 
from an area man to reploce a hearing aid that 
. was damaged.- 


Hollins was given a smollcr judgement — about 
S40 - than the S200 he asked for. Hollins felt that 
if Higer had understood his situation, the Judge- 
ment would have been larger. 

Higer said he didn't award the full S200 for the 
hearing aid was because it was 12 years old. 

Laurie Hollins, Russell’s Hollins’ wife, said Higer 
didn’t honor their requests to use a Twin Fails inter- 
preter. Instead, interpreter Thcral Anderson was 
used, despite them saying that Russell Hollins hod a 
difficult time understanding her siting. 

Higer suggested they go ahead with the court 
session and if there was difficulty, he would stop 
the proceedings and find a new interpreter. 

The proceedings went on as scheduled, al- 
though Russell Hollins said he understood only a 
fraction of what was going on. 

One of the difficulties, he said, was that Ander- 
son used sign English while Hollins was adept at 
another form of sign language, American Sign 
Language. 

The two arc different forms of sign language. 

Higer admitted the Friday meeting was educa- 
tional for him because he didn’t rcalizc that the 
- two forms were different. 


Anderson said Friday that she did un adequate 
Job of interpreting. 

Higer pledged that he would^^work on improv- 
ing the situation regarding interpreters for the 
hearing impaired. 

Pam Heward, representing the Idaho Citizens 
Network, said she expected the U.S. Justice De- 
partment’s Civil Rights Division to act on the 
complaint within 30 days. 

She said the complaint doesn't seek monetary 
damages, only -that Cassia County court proce- 
dures be changed. 

Higer said he could remember only two or 
three previous occasions when hearing-impaired 
people were in his courtroom. 

Several people at the Friday meeting said, how- 
ever,, thot mdny deaf people have been driven 
away from the courts because they have been led 
to believe that ii^tetprctcrs weren't adequate. , 

Heward said u*s*important that all people have 
equal access in the courts. 

The law swtes. she said, that judges give prima- 
ry considcratiori to the choice of interpreters dur- 
ing hearings, unless the judge can prove another 
interpreter con do as good a job.

well. The cable indiutiy is as big os the 
broadcast industry; in fact, TCI is bigger 
than the three nuyor networks.” 

Under the terms of the new law, 
stations con opt for “must-cariy” sta- 
tus on cable ^sterns in their areas ~ 
guaranteed access but no compensa- 
tion - or they ean ask for “retrans- 
mission consent,” which means that- 
in order to carry a station’s program- 
ming, the coble company must com- 
. pensnte the station fot it. 

“Nobody has asked ustTbr pSynTcnt 
per sC, Ixit tb^’vc asked for some other 
things we're not in a position to deliver,’’ 
said Mike Reynolds, general manager of 
Sun '^^ollcy 'Coblevision. “Some stations 
have asked to use our stuffer (a machine 
that inserts od^tional materials in cable 
bills), but we can’t do that yet" 

It’s the cable industry's staunchly held 
position that it’s not going to charge its 
subscribers to repackage broadcast sig- 
nals. 

“We do not believe that coble cus- 
tomers should have to pay to view 
broadcast stations that ore available over 
the air for free," Thompson soid. 

It's unclear how much, if any, money 
is changing hands locally betwm odile 
operators and stations that opt for re- 
transmission consent. Neither side is 
saying. 

"What we’re asking for depends on 
the size of the cable ^stem,” Murdoch 
said “If it’s a system in our ADI (Area 
of Dominant Influence), we're asking 
for more than for a smaller system, and 
even less for systems on our periphery. 
The ooini is. we have a product that has 


value, and we think

That's why KMVT, the No. I station ] 
in the Twin Falls market, opted to nego- .

I’d say the odds are 1 to 100.000 that we 
won't (sign an ogreement),” he said 
Other stations in town chose guaran- 
teed access to the cable system, includ- 
ing ABC affiliate KKVI. 

"We opted for must-cany because we 
wont to be on cable channel 6,” said 
Dick McMahon, the station’s gcheral 
manager. “Cable penetration is high 
enough in this market to give us occcss 
to the audience we want” 

But access isn’t enough fof many sta- 
tions. King Video has yet to come to 
terms with KSL and Boise’s CBS affili- 
ate, KBCI, both of which can be seen for 
only n few hours a day in thp Twin Falls 
market.

a psychiatrist. 

But to students suffering anxiety 
attacks — heart pounding, .stomach 
churning, feverish sweat streaming 
from pores school phobia is a 
true terror. 

"It’s not a joke." said Cynthia 
Last._a profcssor of psvcholoKV at 


School phobia cun strike stu- 
dents of all uges, and it cun strike 
them in different ways, Last said. 
In the most extreme cases. Lust 
said, fear of school has driven her 
patients to jump from a moving 
car. leap from a classroom window 
or gobble a potentially fatal dose 
of aspirin. 

“It’s not that the children want 
to kill themselves." Last said. "It’s 
that they don't want to go to 
school," 


Frankie could not sleep. His 
screams threatened to drive his 
parents' mnrriage apart. 

At first, school authorities had 
little sympathy for Frankie's but- 
burst.s. Tliey told his family to 
force the hoy to stay in class until 
•he got over the' panic, as happens 
with most young students. But the 
boy’s fathcr.-Frank-Ganalcs Sr., 
said force would not work.

"It was a classic case of separa- 
tion anxiety." the fear of being 
scpurulcd from a loved one. said 
Bob Davis. Frankie’s therapist. 
Davis is earning his doctorate in 
psychology at Nova, studying 
under Lust. 

Davis treated Frankie by reading 
him stories like "Tlic Little Engine 


that Could." an inspirational chil- 
dren’s book about u Irain.lhat over- 
.camc adversity through po.sitive 
thinking. Davis made agreemunts 
with Frankie to stay at school for 
increasing lengths of time each 
day, slowly building up the boy’s 
confidence. • • ' 

Davis said he also needed to 
gain cooperation with Frankie's 
family and teacher to help the boy 
ovcfcomc his fears. 

"After 10 to 12 weeks of treat- 

Spanish to- his-classmatcs,” Davis 
said. "He went from refusing to 
have a role in school to a leader- 
ship role." 

Denise Stevens, guidance direc- 
tor for Broward County’s program 
for humebound students, said three 
students required tutoring at home 
last year because of school phobia. 

“Wc mostly sec middle and high 
school kids, mostly very good stu- 
dents taking honors classes and 
doing exir.icurricular activities."

The 
state is not a very .sympathetic defen- 
dant in court, he said. 

The state’s own employees, and its 
fired employees, arc increasingly fil- 
ing claims against their employer 
over treatment in what some critics 
see as a generally more ruthless 
employment environment. 

"I fell they had done wrong and I 
didn’t want somebody else treated 
that way," said Katie Kopezynski, of 
Lewiston, who was' awarded $55,200 
by a Boise jury several months ago 
over her discharge by the Idaho 
Indusiriol Commission.

this warning: "Claims that challenge 
the way managers make decisions and 
the way managers treat employee ore 
quickly becoming ihe-predorninant- 
claim against the State of Idaho."

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Analysts predict more growth Almo st there 


BOISEZ (AP) — Andrus admtnis* 
tration analysis Monday predicted 
conlinualion oT the strong econom- 
ic growth that produced an unex- 
pected SI 0.7 million cash windfall 
at the close of the last budget year. 

In their latest economic update, 
economists for the Division of 
i'inancinl Management increased 
their projection of total state tax 
receipts to SI. 134 billion for the 
spending year that began July 1 . 

That 8.7 percent increase over 
the past year's revenues, almost 2i6 
percentage points higher than 
.ojyji;cju(Hust last winter, will pro- 
vide’S497?'^millio n more in cash 
than required to finance the budget 
lawmakers put together in March. 

And despite concerns nationally 
that -the American econorhy will 
remain sluggish, chief adniinistni- 
tion economist Michael Ferguson 


said Idaho’s economy should con- 
tinue to benefit from the slate’s rep- 
utation for a quality lifestyle, good 
schools, moderate taxes and low 
cost of living. 

Based on more conservative 
growth estimates used by the 
administration last January in 
detailing a long-range financial 
plan, the Legislature could have 
just over SI. 23 billion in continu- 
ing tax receipts to finance a budget 
for the spending year that begins 
next July I . 

That kind of expansion provides 
about S150 million more for law- 
tfiakcrs to work with next winter 
than the state is currently .spending 
and should ea.se some of the pres- 
sure for higher financial commit- 
ments to health care, prisons and 
education. 

Budget writers will also have 


whatever is left from the S60 mil- 
lion one-time cash surplus generat- 
ed duririg the two previous years. 

The anticipated economic growth 
should also produce just about os 
much tax revenue for this year and 
next as Gov. Cecil Andrus said was 
needed when he proposed a major 
tax increase last winter. His exten- 
sion of liie sales tax to many ser- 
vices was rejected out of hand by 
the Republican legislative majority, 
and the new revenue forecast 
should tnien.sify GOP opposition to 
any suggestion of higher taxes dur- 
ing next winter’s clcction-ycur ses- 
sion. 

Personal and corporate income 
taxes are at the foundation of the 
financial optimism in the new fore- 
cast, again underscoring the 
strength of Idaho’s economic per- 
formance.

Economists said trade, which was 
one of the few areas of strength dur- 
ing the recession and immediately 
after, now is holding (he economy 
back. It is a major foclor behind the 
paltry pace of economic growth 
overall during the first half of this 
year.

Better to play him for the diamond 
ace, a possibility enhanced by 
Blast's prc-etnptivc bid. 

After the trump return. South 
should draw West's trumps, cash his 
heart king and lead a low heart to 
dummy's queen. On dummy's dia- 
mond king. South discards his heart 
ace and West must win. The forced 
red-suit return b won in dummy 
and South's two club losers disap- 
pear on the high heart and high 
diamond. 

Another solution ,b for South to 
duck the second club' completely. 
East continues clubs and South 
ducks again while West ruffs, leav- 
ing South's king intact. West can 
make no damaging lead and South 
can claim the remaining tricks..

FILER — It’s been 100 years 
since George Washington Ferris 
invented the big wheel, and it’s J 
been spinning its magic in city ^ 
carnivals and ut county fairs every 
summer since. 

The Twin Falls County Fair Is 
certainly no exception to that sum- 
mertime rite of fun.

Veterinarians keep patients happy at the fair

FILER - A Hollister veterinarian has 
patched up horses, tended to sick cows and 
sown up cuts on sheep for 20 years at the 
Twin Falls County Fair. 

But John Laming says while he's called 

upoa.lo.ircaLu variety of ills a nd injuries. 

the most serious disabilities usually involve 
horses. 

"Occasionally one will spook, and we'll 
have to .sew up one." he said. 

With beef, he said, bloating is the most 
common problem, while sheep tend to have 
■ respiratory ailments. 

With so many animals and so many 
lype.s, anything from u pitchfork injury to 
colic can and docs 'occur during the week- 


long fair. Laming said. 

1^c medical station, parked just ea.st of 
the beef bams, is Lohiing's hunting trailer, 
equipped with basic supplies for emergency 
medical treatments. 

As usual, a team of about IS veterinari- 
ans will volunteer for shifts at the animal 
medical station. 

Veterinarians from througho ut Twin 
Falls County and also trom ooo(infg~2nd~ 
Burley will take turns standing by in four- 
or llvc-liour shifts from dawn until dark, 
donating their .services and handling medi- 
cal calls on everything from chickens to 
draft horses. 

"Some of us might tend to get out of our 
fields a little bit. but we get by." said Lent- 
ing^ who practices mainly on beef cattle 
and other large animals. "If it’s over our 


head, we cal! somebody that docs know 
more." 

Equine veterinarian James LaRuc. who 
operates a mobile unit and plans to op&?ba 
clinic in Filerlhis fall, said he volunteered 
for three .shifts this year on Wednesday. 
Friday and Saturday. 

Each vet on call will be at the trailer or 
nearby with a pager. LaRuc said, noting 

go directly to the trailer with their problems 
and then page the doctor if he or she is 
away. 

LaRuc said he has treulcd numerous fair 
horses for the flu, which is common when 
horses are brought in from so many differ- 
ent areas. 

•They gel ill because they arc not vacci- 
noted." he said. 


Cattle, also, will heat up with mild 
fev6rs, LoRuesaid.. 

"It’s not a true pneumonia, but they can* 
get sick with a temperature and cough." he 
explained. "It’s usually from traveling into 
the fair and then being exposed tq a lot of 
'different animals. And it’s stress. It’.s.all 
stress related." 

Laming said people who use the help of 

the medicines, bandoges or other supplies 
used on their animals. 

In return for mc'dical services, the Fair 
Board makes a donation - $600 this year - 
to the veterinarian’s as.sociation. 

Lanting said the association uses that 
money to fund educational seminars for 
veterinarians,

Pygmies come in many colors - 
' caramel, gray, black and while and 
silver " and some arc a combina- 
tion of coloni. Tlicir coats arc usu- 
ally fairly sleek, .says Bennett, al- 
though bucks can get pretty hairy 
as they mature. 

Bucks arc not allowed ut the fair 
since "they don't smell good,’’ but 
wethers (altered bucks) do make 


good 4-H projects.. 

Wethers are alic^ because they 
do not meet breeding standard.s, 
and so are not judged on conforma- 
tion but on disposition and how 
well they handle. 

Showing procedures for Pygmy 
goals are much the same as for 
dairy goats, says Dennett, with the 
exception of placing the legs. 

"With daily goals you can reach 


over them to set their legs. With 
Pygmies, you have to reach un- 
der." she said. Pygmy handlers 
also arc required to hold their leads 
in one hand only. 

Although dehorning is not re- 
quired for Pygmy goats, the Ben- 
netts believe that dehorning makes 
them belter pets, and they require 
all goots in their club lo be dc- 
liomed.

FILER - When the carnival 
comes to town this year, its canivan 
of more than 80 trucks and vehicles 
will pull in with several newridc.s. 

Youngsters who are too young to 
sec the movie ••Jurassic Park^’ can 
climb right up on the dinosaurs in 
the kiddieland area ofthc carnival. 

The dinosaur ride, one of only a 
few dinosaur rides operating in the 
country this season, is one of the car- 
nival's most popular new additions 
and is one ofihree new rides. 

The new' whale ride features 
bright and colorful whales with 
names like "Flipper” that go up and 
down and around. The new Berry- 
Go-Round is a popular family ride 
featuring giant strawberries that will 
accommodate both children and 
their parents. 

To celebrate tlic 1 00th annivcrsaiy 
oFlhc Ferris wheel this year, the 
midway will feature two Ferris 
wheels. The wheel is one of die most 
popular family rides ever manufac- 
tured. according to Inland Empire 
Shows ofNampa. 

The Twin Falls fair offers one of 
the largest midways in the state. It is 
one of only five times each year 
when the Inland Empire Shows and 
Royal West Amusements, both 
owned by Reed and Beverly 
Williams, come together. 

This year marks the carnival's 
30ih anniversary, making the show 
the oldest continually operating ccr> - 


nival in Idaho. Tlie camivul is set up 
and taken down 40-50 times each 
year. 

"We generate enough cleciriciiy 
.ind use enough water to, supply d 
small city," says Williams.* Hc^ adds 
lliat they are making an efTorT to up- 
grade the carnival image. 

•‘We hove uniforms for the help 
and they must be clean when the 
show is open. I've even gotiu 
$20,000 shower truck that 1 pur- 
cha.Hed^a<it to keep my help clean." 

Carnival policy requires short hair 
and no bcaiw, with few exceptions, 
says Williams. A drug-testing pro- 
gi^ was initiated in 1990. and the 
carnival has been involved in ride 
safety programs for several years. 

The carnival company's most 
spectacular ride'for 1993 is the 45- 
foot tall YoYo, 0 hydraulically oper- 
ated swing ride. The ride begins in a 
lowered position for loading and un- 
looding passengers, but as the ride 
progresses, the sweeps raise die cara 
to a level even with the top of the 
tower. Riders arc swung in a large 
circle while the tower tilts.

And they don’t want to be 
bothered repeating something they 
know.* 


“When they learn something, 
they never forget it," he said. “And

Mules arc a cross between a 
horse and donkey. They can be bred 
for almost onything, Bruce said. A 
mix with a world-class jumping 
horse will yield a jumping mule; 
one with a dressoge horse con bring 
a high-stepping donkey or mule. 

At last year's National Donkey 
and Mule Society meeting in 
Columbia, Bruce said she expected 
about five dressoge competitors. 
Eighteen showed up.

When Gamer was asked to judge 
the dressage competition at the* na- 
tional donkey and mule show lost 
October, she says .she went with an 
open attitude.

“The elevation of gaits, the athletic 
movements, comfortable animals 
that move with grace on the slight- 
est hint of a rider, that's what I call 
dressage. And I haven't .seen that in 
a mule.” 

None of that matters to Judy 
Young. She and her 5-year-old 
mule, Lazar, arc besting horses at 
jumping evehts across the region. 

The pair have been gliding over 
fences up to 4 feet high for three 
years, winning ribbons at regional 
competitions and raising the con- 
sciousness of horsemen. 

Young said people laughed when 
she first stoned competing with the 
brown-colorcd mule. At a few 
shows, s!;p discovered judges just 
watched them perform and didn't - 
seriously grade them os port of the 
competition. 

“But once we started winning, 
they asked about breeding and h^ 
all kinds of questions about where 
to get one," she said.

Draft horses gain popula rit y

FILER - One of the cutest sights at the fair is lit- 
tle children in the horse bom. gazing up with awe at 
the gentle giant drafl horses. 

The heavy Belgians, Percherons ond Shires en- 
tered in the fair this year will be shown at halter at 4 
p.m. ‘Thursday in the Dairy Show Ring. Perfor- 
mance classes will begin at 10 a.m. Friday In the 
jodeojirena, 


The popularity of the drafl horse has been making 
a gradual comeback in recent years, said Jim 
Knight, drafl horse superintendent. This year, he 
said, the heavy horses have received added atten- 
tion because of the Oregon Trail wagon trains. 

The appeal of these mild-mormen^ power houses 
is simple. Kni^t said. 

“People like the big size," he said. “They enjoy 
seeing those big horses." 

The 12 performance classes usually draw a good' 
group of spectators, Kni^t said. These work-horse 


events include log-pulltng contests and a sled race, 
in which the horses Uoi twice around the course to 
load and unload straw and grain. 

In other classes, the drafl horses will work four 
abreast, in teams, a pair with a-third horse in front 
(the unicorn hitch), and os (wo pair (four-in-hond). 
As they pull wagons, cods, buggies and form ma- 
chinery, (he teams are judged on how well they 
work together and how they respond to drivers' 
command.

In the background, a big boy 
mule brays. It is a sound that cross- 
es honking into a handkerchief and 
priming a rusty water pump but 
with considerably more emotion. 
Around the grassy field where 
moybe 80 people have parked their 
cars and trailers, a chorus of mules 
answers the call. 

Most of ths families and mule 
owners attending this event in a 
one-stoplight town surrounded by 
(he rolling hills and com fields of 
south-central lowo already know 
each other, and (he only dircctionol 
sign ncc^.aiy, jt 'nppcars.js the 
single pi(M of cardboard stuck bn 
a pole with the words “mule show" 
and an arrow to point the woy. 

Expectations are never too high 
when it comes to, mules. Indeed, 
the judge fo^ot about the event 
and at show time he still was o full 
two hours oway ciconing his bam. 
“He's never owned a mule in his 


life," one participant said dismis- 
sively, "but he looks judicial.” 

Throughout the summer there 
will be dozens of similar events 
across the Midwest. Once the tool 
of farmers, mules long since have 
retired from the hardscrabble life of 
the fields and furrows, but oddly 
enough, whether they ore used for 
pleasure riding or mushroom hunt- 
ing. mules are growing in populari- 
ty and price. 

Events such as these are social 
oceasions ond the selling for mueh 
mule talk, for descriptions of mules 
bought and sold and for talcs of 
prowess. Owners take pride in ani- 
mals' that ore csp'able of rbekihg 
back from o complete standstill and 
clearing 0 4W-foot fence. 

Despite such ogilily, mules and 
their owners are often the object of 
(Jerision. “Horse people look down 
on mule people." Mory Jo Crabtree 
noted with a certain reverse pride. 
Some might even sec them as a 


subculture with attitude. 

Mules are one-time animals — a 
eross-species bred out of a mare 
and a jackass and therefore can- 
not breed themselves. And that 
may be what mokes the diflerence 
between mule people and horse 
people. 

A good mule may be worth from 
several hundred to several thou- 
sond dollars, but their uniqueness 
eliminotes much of the money and 
anxiety over racing and showing 
more valuable horses. 

Keeping a mule seems more like 
0 relationship than a sport, and 
mules just won't let people get 
oway with many prctciaibns. 

“You can’t have great pride 
when riding a mule. It is sure to 
embarrass you in some fashion," 
declared Bill Payntcr, president of 
the Iowa Donkey and Mule Soci- 
ety, which sponsored this show. 
“You’ve got to have a certain hu- 
mility."

The 
Magichords help support the na- 
tional Institute of Logopedics. 

When the singing group first - 
started turning out tater pigs, they 
decided to go whole hog. They 
would serve only one item, they 
reasoned, because they sensed they 
had a winner. 

They bought a truck and filled It 
with used ovens from O’Le^ Ju- 
nior High School. When fair time 
arrived, each Magichords'member 
took his sution. 

Some washed potatoes, some 
punched holes, some did the bak- 
ing. It's a system that still works. 

In fact, not much has changed 
since those early days of pig tast- 
ing heaven. 

The price has increased, of 
course (from 50 cents to S2), but . 
no one complains that the pigs arc 
overpriced. 

Once, the Magichords consid- 
ered using microwave ovens to 
speed up their work. 

"It may take an hour to bake a 
potato in a regular oven and eight 
minutes in a microwave, but the 
microwave takes 16 minutes for 
two potatoes and you can cook a 
whole oven full of potatoes in an, 
hour in a regular ovcn,“ Rappleye 
said. “Wc gave up the idea of using 
the microwave at the foir, but it's a 
.grcat_way.to,makc. tater pigs at. 
home.” 

Here's how. 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 
(Adapt for microwave.) Take an 
(Idaho!) russet potato, and scrub it 
well. Moke a hole large enough to 
insert a frozen pork link sausage. 
Bake for one hour, or until thor- 
oughly cooked. Serve fresh and hot 
- with butter, sour cream and hot 
cheese. If desired. 

Those who would rather buy 
their tater pigs might be interested 
in this inside information: by 1 1 
p.n^.. the pigs usually sell two for 
one at the fair. 

.“We-get generous about 1 1 
p:fn.." Rappleye said, recalling one 
of his favorite pig stories. 

"Onee, late at night, the Dutch 
oven chicken booth across the way 
. filled a big pon with chickea and 
brought it over to us,” he .said. “We 
took the chicken tuid filled the pan 
back up with tater pigs - ifirtTboth 
sides had quite a treat." : .
